"While it must be admitted that 


German operations since the begin- 
ning, of the present offensive have 
resulted in more .than a mere plough- 
ing up of part of the allied trench 
system .and the capture of local ob- 
jectives along a wide front, neverthe- 
less 'the, aim, of: the German higher 
command to obtain a devisive strat- 
egic -succes -by- these • assaults has not 
been attained. 


"The turning point in the west is 


being reached. The Germans have, 
scored a distinct, advantage which it 
would be unwise to endeavor to be- 
little.

FOUR LIVES LOST 


WHEN VESSEL WAS 


SUNK BY TORPEDO 


An Atlantic Port, April 15.—Four 


lives were lost when the Leland line 
steamship Etonian was torpedoed and 
sunk by a German submarine off the 
Irish coast on March 2?. according 
to members of Ihe crsw who arrived 
here today on a British steamer. Two 
of those killed were American horse- 
men, the other members of the fire 
room crew. The vessel was torpedoed 
shortly after midnight but did not 
sink until nine oVlock the following 
morning. The four men were killed 
by the explosion of the torpedo. 


On Ihe same steamer 
was the 


crew of the American 
steamship 


Chattahoochce. formerly the German 
steamer 
Sachsea. 
torpedoed 
and 


sunk March 23. The ship remained 
afloat for two hours, the men said, 
and efforts were made to beach her 
but without success. The crew was 
picked up by British trawlers.

SEARCHING SEAS 
FOR THE MISSING 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, April 15.—Orders for 


greater efforts to find the missing 
naval collier Cyclops overdue from 
South American 
waters 
for more 


than a .month, went out today to Am- 
erican ships. In addition allied naval 
craft on patrol duty in the south are 
aiding in the search. 


So far not one word has come to 
clear up the mystery of the collier's 
disappearance. Secretary Daniels said 
today however, that he still clung to 
the hope that the vessel would report 
as many other-navy ships have done 
after they had been given up for 
lostNaval officials were no nearer to- 
day to a solution of the disappear- 
ance than they were three weeks ago 
when anxiety over the safety of the 
ship first developed. There is abso- 
lutely nothing on which to found an 
explanation. The big carrier has sim- 
ply vanished from the sea. 


No possible theory was rejected by 


officials in seeking an explanation. 
Suggestions heard most frequently 
were that German agents had board- 
ed the ship in port and captured her 
from her people at sea; that she had 
broken in two and gone down in a 
sudden squall; that she had been ov- 
ertaken by a submarine and sunk 
without trace and that an internal 
explosion had sent her down. 


AH of these suggestions had flaws 


in them, ft was said. A theory that 
she had been captured by a group of 
German agents aboard appeared to be 
the only explanation (hat would ac- 
count for the silence of her radio 
equipment. 


Since the ship failed to appear, na- 


val vessels have patrolled all coasts 
in the vicinjly of her route, looking 
for wreckage or survivors. Xothins 
has been found. Every vessel known 
to have foe«n anywhere in the region 
at th« Jim« has fofien communicated 
with, None saw or heard anything of 
the collier. Reports from every source 


showed nothing to warrant the storm 
theory. It is the mild season of the 
year in those waters. 'The rout the 
Cyclops would have followed 
was 


somewhat sheltered. 


The ship had aboard an insuffici- 


cient quantity of coal for a journey 
to the nearest German port had she 
been captured. Some officers think 
that if the ship was captured her cap- 
tors may .be holding her out of trade 
routes waiting for a chance steamer 
from which to secure coal. 


The explosion theory is met by the 


fact that only sufficient ammunition 
for her few guns was on board. The

SOLDIERS MEET 


DEATH IN WRECK 


ON LONG ISLAND 
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•New York, April 15.—Three sold- 


iers were killed, ten seriously in- 
jured and thirty-five slightly injured 
early today in a wreck on the Long 
Island railroad near Central Isiip, X.

split rail. The injured were removed 
to the state hospital at Central Isiip 
and to hospital al Camp Upton. 


It is reported that two of the in- 


jured soldiers died later, making five 
fatalities. Three of the derailed cars 
toppled over an embankment.

London, April 15.—"Victory now

"Here on a frontage

16,000 


yards, stretching from 
Armentieres

was penetrated after an intense bom- 
bardment. 


"The hostile attack was favored 


by a thick mist and in spite of the

ship's cargo of manganese ore was 
not explosive. 


Secretary Daniels said the depart- 


ment had no word that would indi- 
cate the presence in southern waters 
of a German raider. The sea lanes are 
busy with shipping yet no vessel has 
sighted any suspicious craft. 


It is the absolute silence of the 
radio that makes the case one of the 
most mysterious 
in naval annals. 
That fact alone inclines officiales to 
the view that the ship might have 
been captured by persons aboard, for 
in no other way would it have been 
possible to silence calls for aid. In 
case of a storm or an attack by ene- 
my craft or even if the ship -were tor- 
pedoed there would have been time 
for such calls. 


One of the Cyclops' engines was 


damaged but it is not believed the 
engine trouble had anything to do 
with the disappearance. 


Constructors said the Cyclops was 


one of the stauncbest craft in the 
auxiliary fleet of 
the navy. They 


could not believe that a squall of 
such intensity as to overwhelm her 
had been encountered. 


The possibility was suggested that 


explosives might have been put 
aboard mixed in large quantities 
with the manganese ore and a time 
bomb set to explode the mass. 
In 


that case, however, the sea would be 
covered with wreckage.

He also asked that London 
and Paris be felt out as to probable 
peace terms.

German newspapers have attacked 
both Emperor Charles and 
his for- 


eign secretary because of this letter 
and attempts have been 
made to 


show that it was-not written by the 
emperor. 
It has been reported in 


Vienna that there was no attempt to 
hide its authenticity but that the 
French version was garbed. It has 
also been reported that the letter 
was written by the emperor's moth- 
er-in-law. 


Count Czernin was 
in Rumania 


when the letter was published by the 
French government and he was sum- 
moned to Vienna Friday. Count 
Otto Karr Czernin von Chudenitz, a 
wealthy Bohemian land owner was 
minister to Russia when that country 
entered the war. .Within six weeks 
after the_ death of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, Count Czernin was appointed 
foreign minister by Emperor Charles. 
Count Czernin is a very close friend 
of Count Berchtold, foreign minis- 
ter at the outbreak of the war and 
who has been reported as the politi- 
•cal mentor of the young emperor. 
Count Berchtold has been opposed to 
the pan-German wac party and his 
resignation was brought 
about by 
them. 


In addition to being foreign min- 


ister Count Czernin was premier and 
Chancellor of the dual empire. 
He 


is about 61 years old. 


An official statement received here 


today from Vienna asserts that the 
latest statements of the French pre- 
mier M. Clemenceau, concerning the 
conversations between Austria and 
France regarding the- possibility of 
opening peace negotiations do not 
alter * tbe situation as regards the 
majority of Count Czernin's declara- 
tions. 
The Austrian foreign minis- 


try, the statement says, is unable to 
ascertain who was responsible for de- 
livering to the French what is said 
to have been a forged letter, substi- 
tuted for the letter which was to have 
been delivered. Neither Prince Six- 
tus, whose character is beyond sus- 
picion nor any one else is accused of 
falsification, continue tbe statement, 
which concludes: 


"Tbe affair is herewith declared 


to be at an end." 


Count Czernin did 
not know of 


Emperor Charles' letter to Prince 
Sixtus whea be made the statement 
that France had initiated the conver- 
sations with Austria, according to a 
Vienna dispatch U' the Lokai Anzeig- 
er of Berlin. On learning of the let- 
ter he resigned 1'ni yielded to a re- 
quest that he remain in office until 
tbe conclusion of the peace agree- 
ment with Rumania.
